Setting Record Straight 


Stated in the Sept. 16, 1975 ASI Senate minutes under ‘‘reports’’ is the statement: ‘‘It was MSC 
(moved, seconded, and carried) to approve Dave Miller as Editor of the State Hornet, 11-0-4." 

The following meeting the Senate approved the minutes of that meeting. Those minutes stand 
approved, by the Senate. Dave Miller was appointed by a two-thirds majority to be Editor, not inte7im 


Editor of the newspaper. 


John Giannoni, ASI president dismissed Miller as editor Tuesday based on his belief that Miller 
was interim editor. The ASI constitution states ‘‘Removal of all appointed officers (except by 
impeachment) must be accumplished by recommendation of the President and approval of ‘rds of 


the total Senate membership."’ 


Also according to the ASCSUS Statute concerning the Campus Media Board, it is the power of the 
CMB to recommend the person for position as editor and recommend his dismissal, stating 
“Recommend the distnissal of editors or station managers to the ASCSUS Senate. Any dismissal by 
the Senate shall require a % vote of the total membership.’ 

Giannoni received no such recommendation from the CMB, because he rendered that policy 
making board inactive at the same time he dismissed Miller 

The CMB was established by statute, and as such cannot be dismissed by the president. As stated 
in the ASI Constitution, Article four, section six 

‘No measure adopted by a “ rds vote of those members of the ASCSUS voting in an election called 
for that purpose shall be subject to a veto of the President of ASCSUS, nor shall any measure be 
armmended or repealed except by a vote of the voting members of the ASCSUS unless otherwise 
provided in said initiative measure ."’ 

Giannoni neither requested nor received that approval. He has acted without the sanction of the 
Senate and without constitutional authority. 

‘*We do not believe the case should go to the Board of Justice at all,’’ Miller stated. ‘The case is 
clear cut, and the Senate will have to act on the case, It is their Constitutional responsibility." 

The Giannoni-Miller controversy has been long running, since May 31 officially, when Giannoni 
vetoed the CMBs recommendation of Miller as editor of the Hornet. 

On Aug. 5 the Senate overrode Giannoni's veto of the recommendation The battle continued until 
Sept. 16, 1975, when the Senate, over the President's veto, approved Miller as editor. 

Miller, having been appointed to the position of editor by the Senate, must be removed by a 
recommendation from the CMB to the President, who in turn recommends the action to the Senate 
The Senate then has final power, and must receive two-thirds of the vote to dismiss the editor

JS departments 
recieve grant 


The CSUS Physics and 
Geology departments have 
been awarded a grant of 
$10,000 from the National 
Science Foundation to support 
the Undergraduate Research 
Participation program for the 
coming summer. 

Four undergraduate par- 
ticipants selected by the 
departments will receive a 
stipend of $9¢ each week for 
ten weeks. The grant also 
provides $4,500 for field trips, 
equipment, and faculty 
wages. 

Michael Shea, director ot 
the project, indicated that the 
program ‘“‘will provide an ex- 


cellent opportunity for 
qualified students to par- 
ticipate in energy related 
research.” 


Other faculty members in- 
volved with the project are 
professors Aston, Hall, Gib- 
son, Newcomb, Slaymaker, 
and Urone 

This year 371 institutions 
submitted 627 proposals with 
less than one - third of them 
receiving grants. In Califor- 
nia, the California Institute of 
Technology was the only other 
physics department to receive 
a grant 

All junior and senior 
physics and geology majors 
are eligible to apply. The 
program is not restricted to 
CSUS | students However, 
preference will be given to 
local applicants. Application
